The amendments conform board
regulations to § 2.2-614.1 the Code of Virginia. | find the amended regulations are "necessary to
conform to changes in Virginia statutory law or the appropriation act where no agency discretion is
involved." 8§ 2.2-4006 (A)(4)(a) is applicable and the amendment is exempt from Article 2 of the
Administrative Process Act.

| have also reviewed the amendment to conform the renewal date in section 130 to the current
regulations and procedures of the Board. Although required to comply with the Virginia Register Act, the
agency is exempt from provisions of the Administrative Process Act for the implementation of these
regulations pursuant to 8 2.2-4006 A 2, which grants an exemption if the regulations “ establish or prescribe
agency organization, internal practice or procedures, including delegations of authority.”
